The applicants are requested to provide a statement under 37 CFR 1 .607 defining the proposed count for interference relative to the 
instant pending claims 29-48 resulting from the amendment filed 05 September 2002. The applicants are further requested to file a 
statement under 37 CFR 1.608(b). The proposed interference concerns applications that claim priority to Application No. 06/942630, 
which was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 371. For the purpose of consideration under 37 CFR 1.608 the effective filing date of the Kauffman 
priority application will be considered to be the international filing date rather than the 102(e) date of the application since the 
application is not being applied as a reference under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) in this situation. Since the international filing date of the 
priority application of Kauffman is 17 June 1985, the instant application has an effective filing date 13 months later than the Kauffman 
application and 37 CFR 1 .608(b) rather that 608(a) applies to the proposed interference. 
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
